Hi BA'ers: 


I met a guy with a Hallicrafters SX-62 (not 'A' or 'B') receiver in "pretty 
good" conditon. By this, I mean some (3?) of the more plain knobs are not 
original and someone cranked down a bit too much on the screws which holds the 
metal trim ring on which frames the large slide rule dial. This dented it ina 
little at those holes from over-tightening. It's been re-cap'ed and I noticed 
what appeared to be a new audio transformer of some sort (?) bolted to the 
chassis. The toggle switches were removed at some point (probably by the same 
moron) using pliers which scraped the paint on the face plate as he unscrewed 
the retaining nut from them. Lastly, some of the painted letters heading one or 
two of the knobs is worn off a little. The receiver does work seemingly great! 
It also has an R-46B speaker. 


I have a "back up" Hallicrafters SX-101A in about the same overall condition 
except all my knobs are original. Mine looks less than perfect mainly due to 
the condition of the cabinet.

I recall a particular piece of test equipment (a Rider Channelist (sp?)). 
It had four of those green flourescent "Seeing Eye" tubes on the front

to work on it with a screwdriver and a pair of pliers. I spent a few happy 
hours tinkering 'just like dad'...

Actually, right now my daughters and I are involved in salvaging (for parts) 
an IBM Selectric typewriter. I am approaching this with considerable unease 
because for a while, when I was a high school student in the early 1970s, 

a Selectric typewriter was something I very much longed for (and I eventually 
bought one, for $625 new, and made time payments). So I feel that I'm 
scrapping a valuable precision instrument. 


But this one was $10 at a hamfest and turned out to have a broken steel cord 
(the steel ribbon that conveys the power and positioning to the typeball). 
Surely it's beyond economic repair... right? Anyhow, we're getting xlotsx 
of reusable mechanical parts out of it. 


Which brings up a point. The things that we regret salvaging may be 

rare _now_, but they weren't rare _then_. Right now I could get another 
Selectric, working, for $10 to $20. So there's no point in repairing the 
present one. 


When I was about 8, I took apart a couple of old Buick car radios (the 

kind that were full of tubes and stood about a foot high). I suppose those 
are extremely rare now, but in 1965 nobody wanted them; solid-state radios 
had just been perfected.

The question about T/R switching a receiver brings up one I've been toying 
with, but never tried. 


On CW it's desirable to keep the receiver running during transmissions so that 
you can monitor your sending. On most older receivers (ie, those without prod- 
uct detectors) the AVC is obviously off during CW operation. As a result, it 
becomes necessary to crank down the RF gain during T/R changeover; if you don't 
the receiver overloads and the monitoring sounds like hell, not to mention the 
fact that it's so loud it blows you out of your chair! 


What's needed is an automatic reduction of receiver RF gain when you switch to 
transmit. 


Has anyone out there tried this approach: hang a resistor across the muting 
terminals of the receiver, and use the T/R relay contacts to short it out on 
RECEIVE. Obviously, if this is done it will complicate the wiring involved to 
completely mute the receiver on phone transmission (ie, addition of another 
switch for choice of mode). 


As I said, I've never tried it; it seems that I forget this scheme every time 
I'm fiddling with shack control wiring. It seems like it should work. Has any- 
body out there actually done it?
